-THE NEW TRAMWAYS BILL. 

The Bill to be introduced -into the 
Legislative Council, by which it is sought 
to authorizé the construction of certain 
tramways within this Colony, is published 
in Saturday’s .Guzette in a form somewhat 
altered from that in which. it appeared in 
the official paper on the 2nd.and 9th instant. 
The summary Of its provisions which “Wiig! 
given in our columns on the 4th inst. holds 
good, however, save in the points which we 
note below. A notice is prefixed to the 
Bill inviting all persons possessing property 
which they consider miay be affected by the 
provisions of the proposed ordinance to send 
in to Mesars Brereton and Wotton, solicitors, 
full particulars in writing. of such propert; 
and of the injury-or prejadice, if any, whic! 
they believe may accrue. thereto trom the 
construction of the tramways proposed by 
suid Bill. In clause 6, which specifies the | 
promoters, authority is added for these Pre 
motors purchasing or taking lands for their 
undertaking-in manner provided by the 
ordinanée or any-Act or Acts of Parliament 
incorporated herewith. In clause 7, which 
sets forth the tramways to be authorised by 
the ordinanco, tramway No. 6 is added :— 

“A partly single and partly double line, 
seven furlongs, six chains in length, cor 
mencing at the North Corner of the piece 
of ground in. Garden Road on the South 
pide of the Murray Barracks,.and now used 
a8 a Military Gymmasium, thence passing in 
a Southerly direction between the Racquet 
Court and Kennedy’s livery stables, thence 
up the hill-side to the Victoria Gap crossing 
over the Kennedy andPlantation Roads by 
méans of bridges, ‘and terminating at the 
Victoria Gap at a point on the North side 


In section 9, power to widen certain 
bridges, &c., words are added giving the pro- 
moters power, as regards the tramway No. 
5, to alter the levels of the ground on which 
that said tramway is laid, to make and con- 
struct all necessary cuttings and embank- 
ments, bridges, . viaducts, culverts, catch 
water drains and other works,.and-to divert 
streams. While the gauge of tramways 1, 2, 
3, and 4 is 3 feet. 6 inches, sec. 15 provides 
that-No. 5 shnll be constructed on a gauge 
of 3 feet in width and with,steel rails, which 
shall before béing-lail down be approved of 
by the road authority. ‘Sect. 16 provides a 
penalty for. not, maintaining the rails and 
road’ in’ good: condition. Sect. 23 deals 
with the motive power of tramway No. 5, 
and provides that: the carriages used on 
the Tramway No. 6 may, subject to- the 
provisions uf this Ordinance, be moved by 
means of a stationary -steam engine, or 
stationary steam engines, and steel-wire 
rope or ropes. Every. curringo ‘used on tho 
said Tramway No. 6 shall be sv constructed 
ns to provide for the safety“of passengers, 
and for their safe entrance to, and exit 
from, and accommodation in such carriage, 
and. their protection from the machinery 
used for drawing. or propélling -such car- 
tinge.” By section 36 the maximum fares 
for the tramways No. 1, 2,3 and 4 are as 
in the original _Bill.20 .cents for firat class 
passengers, 16 cents for second. class pass- 
engers, and & cents for third class passen- 
gers.
